T rading in Northern Pacific beeamo 
so wild and excited tow ard ii o'clock 
that prices changed rapidly 15 and 50 
points at a time, 
A sale at 530 wa* re­ 
corded aud almost im m ediately another 
one came out at 700. 
This was for to­ 
m orrow ’s delivery and not a cash sale 
as some ones had been thereby indicat­ 
ing the belief on the part of the pur­ 
chaser that the short com m itm ents was 
so large that the stock to corno from 
Xnrope would afford little or no relief.
